TO  13.  SOME  ARE  VICTIMS  OF  CANCER,  OTHERS  OF  HEART  AILMENTS, 

AMONG  OTHER  CONDITIONS.  PRIMORAC  TOLD  THE  AMBASSADOR  THAT 
THE  THE  CROAT IANS  WILL  REVIEW  THE  LIST  TO  DETERMINE  WHICH
